Occupied Germany: 


In the following Appendices “A”, “B”, and “C” are summaries of cases and 
deaths by Regierungsbezirk and Land, and case rates by Regierungsbezirk and 
Land for the week ended 3 August 1946. 


Communicable Diseases: 


Reports for the week ended 3 August indicate that the outbreak of 
paratyphoid fever in Bavaria and of food poisoning in Greater Hesse reported 
during the previous week are now both under control. Two cases of typhus 
fever have been reported this week; one case in Ober and Mittelfranken, and 
one in Schwaben, Land Bavaria. Twenty cases of malaria were reported for 
the current week, the lowest number reported since the week ending 29 June 
1946, with both Bavaria and US Sector Berlin showing a decrease. Diphtheria 
has again shown an increase over the previous week with the increase taking 
place in Greater Hesse, Wuerttemberg-Baden, and US Sector Berlin. All three 
Laender, Bremen, and US Sector Berlin have shown an increase in reported 
cases of tuberculosis with the result that the total for the Zone has increased 
by more than 200 cases. Whooping cough has increased nearly fifty percent 
over the previous week in Bavaria but has decreased in both Greater Hesse 
and Wuerttemberg-Baden. Sixteen cases of poliomyelitis were reported for the 
week as compared with seven during the previous week. 


Medical Supplies: 


In Land Wuerttemberg-Baden it has been discovered that some captured 
enemy pharmaceutical machines, which were turned over to a German 
chemical company last year by the 7th Army are not being used. Action has 
been taken to start utilization of these machines. Also, in Bavaria action has 
been taken to clarify procurement of precious metal needed by the dental 
profession. 


Nutrition: 


Land Wuerttemberg-Baden reports that surveys of Stuttgart, Heilbronn, 
and Goeppingen indicate that children in those localities are showing definite 
signs of physical and mental deterioration as the result of inadequate diet. 
Also, the schools in these cities report high incidence of absenteeism and 
illness associated with undernourishment. Weight statistics from both nutrition 
surveys and school weighing programs indicate the greatest loss of weight. 
to be between the ages of 10—14 years. In all cities studied, persons over 
60 years of age, especially women, continue to show marked loss of weight. 
Persons in the age group of 40—60 years are at a critical level of 10°/o below 
standard body weight and those over 60 are definitely beyond the criticai 
level of weight loss. Street weighing statistics substantiate the reports of 
surveys by the nutrition teams. Wuerttemberg-Baden also reports that among 
the refugees and expellees returning to Germany the nutritional status satis- 
factory except in women over 60 years of age. The children are in a good 
state of nutrition with only the 6—9 year group one percent under normal 
weight, all others exceeding the normal levels.
